4. Never shoot at birds on the 
water unless badly crippled. 
5. Retrieve your

7. If you feed birds during the 
season, continue it as 
long 
as 
feed is beneficial. 
8. Do your part to restore breed­ 
ing grounds and maintain refuges. 
9. Be a sportsman—obey the 
law and insist that others do like­ 
wise. 
10. Swat the crow and other pre­ 
dators that prey upon game. 
The Advisory Board is of

opinion that the present plight of

The plant itself represents an investment of $168,000-~of this amount $18,000 has been 
paid out of earnings and $23,000 in bonds have been reacquired, leaving a net indebted­ 
ness against the plant of $127,000. 


On April 1st, 1933, all light bills were sent out marked “Paid.” This dividend to its users 
amounted to $4578.17. In all probability the same thing will be done the coming April. 


During the period that the Federal 3% tax on electricity was in force your light plant 
absorbed this tax. 
You were not billed with it as were the utility customers over the 
United States, 


You have one of the best lighted cities in the country, there being 
times as much light 
on the streets of Sikeston as was before the installation of your plant. It would bankrupt 
the city to pay for the lights we now enjoy, if bought from the Utilities Company at the 
old rates. 


The new well and filtration plant that the city so badly needed is being financed largely 
with “light plant money.” The'city is using the money that is due the light plant to pay 
for these new improvements. 
To date this amounts to $9522. 
If it was not for these light plant 
funds it would have been built with a bond issue or not built at all. 


The light plant does not owe any outstanding bills that it hasn’t money in the bank to pay. 


Since the citizens of Sikeston began making a fight for municipal ownership in 1929 there have been 
four reductions in rates until now your top rate is 8c. Further reductions could be made if the Utility 
Company could be ousted.
